second class mall,vexcept dally, tri- 
weekly, semi-weekly", and weekly news- 
papers, in the generally understood 
scnso of the word newspaper. This 
rate Is to be paid on the bulk weight 
without regard to tho number 
of 


pieces, the same as Is now the case 
under the pound rate. 
The consolida- 


tion of the third and fourth classes of 
mall matter and that the 
postage 


thereon bo at tho rate of 1 cent for 
each two ounces or fraction thereof, to 
bo prepaid by stamps affixed, is advis- 
ed. . 


Concerning the public impression 


that 1 cent postage Is, probable In the 
near future, Mr. Madden says It is al- 
together too soon to consider a reduc- 
tion of tho letter rate of postage on 
tho mere basis that the reforms in sec- 
ond class mall matter will save enough 
to tho government to compensate It 
for the loss of revenue through the re- 
duction of tho letter rate.

The shocks 
wore comparativelyillHhtiln Salt Lake, 
but In the southern part of tho state 
buildings wero ruined and other ser- 
ious damage done. 


In St. George, a place of 3,000 popu- 


lation In the suuthwoBtern part of the 
state, nine distinct shocks wero felt; 
Tho school building was shaken so vio- 
lently that tho colllnga woro shat- 
tered. Tho falling plaster caused a 
panic and the children rushed from 
the building, the teachers losing all 
control.

at St. George oRcIllatetl ton Inches at 
Its top, and the spire of the tabernacle 
was shaken out of perpendicular. 


In Pino Valley a spring near the 


center of the town which always fur- 
nished a steady supply of clear cold 
water Hpoutnd up like B geyser. First 
It rose only a dozen foot In the air. 
Then came another shock and a hiss- 
Ing, steaming column of water rose to 
a height of fully nne hundred feet. 
After the shocks milisliloil tho llow 
remained strong, although there was 
no more spouting. 


In Salt Lake the shocks worn felt 


on the upper floors of the high build- 
ings.

SHOOTS TWO GIRLS 


Whisky and Dancing In Quarantined 


Camp Inflames Man, Who Fires' 


Into a Crowd. 


Helena, Mont., Nov. 18.—A serious 


shooting affray Is reported at a camp 
of halfbreeds near Hinsdale, In which 
one of the men shot and killed two 
young girls. The murderer's name Is 
given as LaFrambalse and his victims 
were the young daughters of. Charles 
Meltalre. one aged 12 years and tho 
other aged 9. The older girl wua mor- 
tally shot In the groin and the younger 
was shot through the stomach. Small- 
pox has existed In tho camp for some 
time, and It has been under quaran- 
tine.

The villain would 
then open the exercises by killing 
eomebody in an easy, graceful man- 
ner, after which he would throw a 
large quantity of suspicion upon the 
hero with such dreamy eyes who 
would be Immediately placed under 
arrest by a'stage hand with an arti- 
ficial growth. of red sidt*whl»kers 
and a policeman's helmet that had 
outgrown him and settled down over 
the tops of his ears. 


During the 
next act the villain

•two would loolr on *he dark side of 
life for a few moments in a husky 
tone of voice, and to the accompani- 
ment of a nervous- ami irresolute or- 
chMttral number, which sounded like 
an epidemic of shaking palsy had 
broken out among the 
musicians.

the trend of the »tory amid'immense 
applause. In the meantime nomeone 


, would hurry n\vay to find the hero, 


who would arrive barely In tinie to 
clasp the heroine In his muscular 
arms and nrrcat the attention of the 


audience as it was beginning to more 
cut the door. 


While the audience, was kept in. 


more or less suspense during most of 
the play, it was generally understood 
throughout the hoii.sc that nil trouble 
would be straightened out and nil 
bills paid before the 
evening was 


over. When the audience was scat- 
tering tears in every direction in Act 
III. 
it did so with the complete 


knowledge that in the next act the 
bero would suddenly remember what 
he had done with his. alibi, and tho 
ctory would wind up in n free-for-all 
dance and general good time. • 


But, with the onward march ,of the

Wash- 
ington crossed the Delaware river in 
n naphtha launch called the "Ruther- 
ford B. Hayes" with Sousa'H band 
playing the "Liberty Bell" march all 
the way over and the mayor of Tren- 
ton waiting nt the bout landing in an 
open carriage. 


You may read the latest novel frpm 


your favorite author. Jt has an av- 
erage population of 2,500 characters, 
all of whom are allowed to 
hang 


around until the tery last page; but 
when you go to the theater you are 
pained to note that the dramatist lias 
whittled down the characters to nine 
in order to save expenses. 
You may 


go to the theater expecting to deliver 
lirst one shriek of laughter and then 
another, and find that you are wit- 
nessing the dramatization of an ed- 
itorial you" read in a morning news- 
paper on the theme, "Segregation as 
a Preventive of Divorce." 


Some pleasing dramatizations will 


be brought out this winter. The Con- 
gressional Record will be dramatized 
and put on the rood for the relief of 
persons who have become the victims 
of insomnia. The fall crop bulletin*

Ron of indoor games will also open in 
real earnest, and ping-pong, eherades, 
Copenhagen, bridge whUt and two- 
handed checkers will again be all the 
rage.

away the carpets and brle-a-brnc nnd 
anything else of value that may hap- 
pen to be in the room while the fury 
and exclteineiit,of the game is on.

X«w Orleans, La., Nov. 18. — A reso- 


lution to order an Investigation of 
charges of President Shaffer of the 
Amalgamated Association of Iron anil 
Steel Workers 
against 
President 


Gompers created a dramatic scene In 
tho American Federation of Labor. 
*-J. P. Sheridan, a delegate of tha 
Amalgamated 
Association, • asked 


unanimous consent to Introduce a res- 
olution reviving tho subject. A delo- 
gate objected, but President Gompers, 
who had temporarily left the chair, 
asked that the objection bo withdrawn, 
so that the matter could be consid- 
ered and Investigated promptly. Dy 
this time nearly every delegato In tho 
hall was on his feet demanding to bo 
heard. 
Objection to Its. Introduction 


was withdrawn, and 
tho resolution 


was read In full as follows: 


Committee to Investigate. 


"Whereas, President T. J. Shaffer 


of tho Amalgamated Association of 
Iron, Steel and Tin Workers, at the 
last convention held In Wheeling, W. 
Va., made charges against President 
Gompers of the American Federation 
of Labor, which impeach his fidelity 
to tho principles of unionism, there- 
fore, be It; 
' 


"Resolved, That this convention ap- 


point -a committee to Investigate said 
charges and report. the findings to tho 
convention In order that tho truth may 
be known." 


It was agreed between 
Messrs. 


Gompers and Shaffer that each appoint 
two members of tho committee, tho 
four to select a fifth. 
Mr. Gompers 


named Joh'n A_ Mofllt of the hatters 
and Kdgar A. Agaard of the glass 
bottle blowers, and Mr. Shaffer named 
W. H. Hasklns of the miners and G. 
W. SInyton of the carpenters. When 
the fifth member Is selected the Inves- 
tigation will begin. 
. 


After the convention had adjourned 


Mr. Shaffer disclaimed nil connection 
with bringing up the matter. He said 
that the Introducer of the measure was 
not friendly to him. 


Shaffer's Charges. 


Charges 
were first 
made by Mr. 


Shaffer against President Gompors 
fourteen months ngo In n circular let- 
ter sent to the sublodges of the Amal- 
gamated association. 
In this letter 


Mr. Gomile'rs, President Mitchell of 
tho Mine Workers and Grand Master 
Frank Sargent of the Brotherhood of 
Railroad Trainmen were charged with 
disloyalty to the steel workers In the 
events leading up to tho settlement of 
their strike. It continued: 


"We wero In a fairly good condition 


to win without help, but looked for aid 
from other labor bodies, and wo espe- 
cially relied upon the American Feder- 
ation of Labor. They did not give us 
n cent. 
Perceiving that the lack of 


money, loss of public approval, deser- 
tion by hundreds of our own people 
and the aid of other organizations 
would render a decisive victory Im- 
possible. wo endeavored to save what 
we could." 


Sought Sympathetic Strike. 


Mr. Shaffer charged that ho ar- 


ranged a meeting In New York be- 
tween President Gompers and J. Pler- 
poiit Morgan; that Mr. Morgan gave 
iir tils vacation to keep the engage- 
ment, but that Mr. Gompers did not^ 
appear. Later. Mr. Shaffer claims, he 
was Invited by Mr. Mltchcjl and rep- 
resentatives of the National Civic Fed- 
eration to n meeting, at which tho 
pledge was made that If the steel 
workers accepted a certain proposition 
and the steel trust refused It. the 
miners, trainmen and other organiza- 
tions were to be called out on a sym- 
pathetic strike. The strikers accept- 
ed the proposition, the steel trust re- 
(used It, but, according to Shaffer, no 
sympathetic strike was called. 


Denial by Gompers. 


In reply to.tho charges Mr. Gompers 


said that neither Mr. Shaffer nor any 
other representative of the steel work- 
ers' organization made n request to 
the federation for financial as>' stance.

day was when a remark by Mr. Mac- 
yeagh was construed by Mitchell Into 
* hint that the miners' union was an 
anarchistic body. This aroused Mitch- 
«H's anger, and the attorney explained 
that his meaning was Interpreted 
•wrongly. 
' 


Mr. Mitchell denied that the union 


could be blamed for the violence, In- 
sisting that the leaders knew' It would 
Imrt the cause. Me said with so many 
men Idle some trouble could not b'o 
averted. 
• • 


Mitchell and MacVeagh, the one In 


Jils thlrtles~and the other In his sev- 
.«Btles. were followed with Intense In- 
terest by both the commissioners and 
the crowd throughout the day. 


Fight Over 'Resignation. 


The fourth 'demand of tho union, 


vrhlch calls for a yearly trade agree- 
ment and which means a strnlghtout 
recognition of the union, was the buna 
ot 
contention, and. although four 


hours were taken up In a discussion of 
the question, not much material prog- 
ress was made. 
Wayne MacVeagli 


attempted to show the utter Irrespon- 
sibility of the union and Its unfltness 
to make contracts which It could not 
live up to. His principal argument 
•was the alleged boycott, and he often 
Tiard pressed the miners' president for 
an answer. Tho latter, however, slow- 
ly and deliberately gave some reply, 
tut they did not always satisfy his In- 
quisitor. 


Mr. MacVeagh expressed his-admir- 


ation of the ability of the witness, and 
on one occasion, when Mr. Mitchell 
parried a question regarding tho boy- 
cotting of a coal and Iron policeman 
ty a hotelkecper. the attorney threw 
uY> his hands, laughed, and said: "Mr. 
'Mitchell, you are the best witness for 
yourself that I ever confronted." 


Alleges Reign of Terror. 


Mr. MacVeagh weighed heavily on 


•what he said was a reign of terror In 
the anthracite region during the pe- 
riod of the strike. Ho read a list of 
fourteen names of men who were 
killed during tbat time, and also sub- 
mitted In evidence about seventy-flvo 
printed pages of acts of alleged vio- 
lence,- boycott, and Intimidation, and 
•with the assistance of stacks of other 
documentn maintained that it would 
be utterly impracticable for the coal 
companies he represented to enter Into 
agreements with an organization that 
could not control Its own men. 


Mr. Mitchell stoutly maintained that 


.the discipline in the organization Is ns 
.good as It possibly could bo where 
147,000 men 
were 
Involved. 
He 


claimed that tho strikers were not en- 
tirely responsible for the acts of law- 
lessness that were committed. 
Ho 


regretted that members of the unoln 
bad,. In some Instances, violated the 
law. even after they had been warned 
to refrain from doing so. but made tho 
excuse that in times of great excite- 
ment there was always .more or less 
disorder. 


Denies Responsibility. 


In answer to questions he said that 


where there was a reign of turro'r and 
he had no Information tnnt such was 
the caso during the late strike, condi- 
tions arise that are "Intolerable" or 
"unfortunate." 


Replying 
to 
speclllc 
Instances 


pointed out to him by Mr. MacVeagh, 
•where men had been deterred from 
going to work through fear of personal 
harm or social ostracism for 
them- 


selves and families. Mr. Mitchell said 
that In some cases men may have been 
deterred, but denied the assertion that 
.such alleged acts prevented tho mines 
.from being operated. 
Ho said that 


when the strike was declared every 
mineworkcr In the region quit work 
and remained out even after the en- 
tire national guard of the state had 
been thrown Into tne coalfields. 
In 


•short, he said that the men would 
not kavc gone to work under any con- 
•dltlon.

Blames Mitchell. 


During the cross-examination the 


Commissioners often Interrupted with 
•questions In order to stop a long col- 
jquy over some disputed point. While 
•the examination v:as at times quite 
spirited the best of good feeling pre- 
valled. Only once-Mr. Mitchell showed 
:slgns of Irritability. This was when 
^Mr. MacVeagh.' reading the list of 
acts of violence, would take Mr. Mitch- 
ell to task for some particularly vi- 
cious act and say sharply: "You could 
bave prevented this."
